THE FAMILY of a former 
Southend woman who died in 
Spain has started a fundraising 
campaign to fly her body home. 

The body of Rebecca Muldoon, 
I 35, was found on a beach in 
| Marbella earlier this month. 

Half-sister Sabrina Foakes 
described her as a 'beloved 
mummy, daughter, sister and aunt'. 
She was the mother of two young 
children - 11-year-old Mustie and 
eight-year-old Matilda. Ms Foakes 
said she was unaware whether a 
post-mortem had confirmed 
Rebecca's cause of death. 

She told the YA she and Rebecca 
had grown up in the same house, 
commenting: “Everyone knew us 
as Twinx and Beanie.” 


On the fundraising page, which 
has raised £6,500 of the £8,000 tar¬ 
get, she wrote: “Our Twinx, 
Rebecca Foakes (Muldoon), has I 
been taken far too soon. We | 
was(sic) sadly informed as a fami¬ 
ly that Twinx had been taken from I 
us on January 14, 2018, leaving [ 
behind two beautiful children. 

Twinx always did right by her 
children and that's what she did 
even until the very end. She was an 
easy-going girl, who everyone 
loved. Everyone has their own 
memory of her and that will live on. 

Us as a family ask for the support I 
of everyone that knew her, to help 
raise funds of repatriation and giv¬ 
ing her the send-off she deserves, I 
and the final farewell from her | 
children, family and friends.”

“Muldoon was arrested 
on a European arrest war¬ 
rant issued in respect to 
his failure to appear at 
Guildford Crown Court 
on April 18,2017. He was 
due to face charges of 
conspiracy to commit 
fraud by false representa¬ 
tion and theft, all in rela¬ 
tion to a Rare Earth Metal 
(REM) investment 
scheme.”

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Hospice bosses announce £l6m relocation proposal from Chalkwell to Priory Park site 

Havens plans for Prittlewell 


HAVENS Hospices is set to submit 
revised plans for a new adult hospice 
in Prittlewell. 

A charity spokesman said the new 
building would be able to care for 
twice as many patients than the cur¬ 
rent Fair Havens Hospice. 

The charity confirmed the new Fair 
Havens would include 16 inpatient 
bedrooms, increased day hospice 


services and serve Southend, Castle 
Point and Rochford. 

Project director Steve Smith said 
Havens needs to raise another 
£2.5million out of the £16million 
required for the building, following 
support from grant making trusts, 
appeal board members and founders. 

He said: “We have always said that 
we need to build a hospice that will 


last for generations - this is our 
chance to get this right. 

“We have gone through the formal 
stages of developing a building and a 
normal part of this process is to 
review existing designs against the 
ever changing needs of our patients.” 

“We consulted with the specialists 
in our care teams, gained knowledge 
from the experiences of other hos¬ 


pices who have recently rebuilt and 
been informed by the evolving 
national picture of hospice care.” 

“We have a duty to get value for 
money as public donations will pay 
for the majority of a hospice that will 
serve the local community for years 
to come. We have scrutinised the 
plans to ensure we build a hospice of 
the right size and are using space 
effectively so we can reduce costs. 

“We are delighted to say that after 
this process, our building has been 
reduced in costs and enables our care 
specialists to deliver greater levels of 
care to our patients and their fami¬ 
lies.” 

The planned location for the new 
hospice is on land opposite Priory 
Park - the current Fair Havens 
Hospice is in Westcliff. 

The charity spokesman said the 
updated plans will be submitted to 
Southend Council next month. 

Before then, there will be two pub¬ 
lic consultation events at the Ekco 
Sports and Social Club, on January 
31 and February 3, between 10am 
and noon. 

Havens will then begin a public 
appeal in the spring, inviting farther 
donations towards the project.

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Deputy chief constable 
guilty of misconduct 


Police officer who threw rubber stress ball at colleague to keep his job 


THE Deputy Chief Constable of 
Essex Police has been found guilty 
of three counts of misconduct fol¬ 
lowing a week-long hearing. 

DCC Matthew Horne is current¬ 
ly on secondment to the National 
Crime Agency. 

A misconduct panel in 
Chelmsford ruled that he called a 
superintendent the C-word, pushed 
a chief superintendent over a desk 
and threw a rubber stress ball at 
the same chief superintendent’s 
throat. 

Each incident was found to have 
amounted to “misconduct”, but 
not “gross misconduct”, meaning 
Mr Horne cannot lose his job as a

result of the ruling. 

He must now await another pub¬ 
lic hearing, at which his sanction 
will be announced - but the panel 
has recommended the lowest pos¬ 
sible sanction, “management 
advice”. 

Dorian Lovell-Pank QC told the 
hearing that Mr Horne had 
“brought strength and honour to 
each force in which he has 
served”. 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said: “We note the findings of the 
panel. A further hearing will be 
held in public in due course in 
order that the chief constable, as 
appropriate authority, can decide 


on what sanction will be applied. 

“These sanctions include man¬ 
agement action, written warning, 
final written warning - and do not 
include dismissal. 

“These events happened over 
two years ago, since when Essex 
Police has been inspected on ethi¬ 
cal conduct and leadership by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectors, who found 
that, ‘leaders are aware of the 
importance of an ethical approach 
and act as ethical role models’. 

“We will reflect carefully on the 
detailed panel findings ans will of 
course look to ensure that any 
wider learning for the force is 
taken on board.”

pleased that our programmes will 
be validated by such a reputable 
institution. 

“Students will benefit greatly 
from our new partnership, it’s a 
very exciting time for our higher 
education provision.”

vice-chancellor (academic), said: 
“UEA is delighted that South Essex 
College is joining our established 
network of academic partners and 
we look forward to the college’s 
first students studying towards 
UEA awards starting in September 
2018.”

Park peafowl 
decision is a

THE cabinet’s decision to deny 
my motion on freeing the 
Chalkwell Park Four (peafowl) 
is not just a disappointment to 
me - it is a bitter blow for all 
who champion animal rights in 
Southend-on-Sea.

Small wonder 


DOWNSIZING (15,135 mins) 

S MALL is beautiful in director 
Alexander Payne’s quirky com¬ 
edy drama set in the near 
future, when socially-conscious citizens in 
our overcrowded world undergo cellular 
reduction to shrink their bodies. 

Volunteers live in picture-perfect micro¬ 
communities which are less of a drain on the 
Earth’s dwindling resources and far cheaper to 
maintain. 

A blue-collar worker’s wage comfortably 
buys a palatial abode in a downsized neigh¬ 
bourhood. You can have it all when you’re 
12cm (4.7in) tall. 

The miniaturised American dream turns 
sour in Payne’s film, co-written by Jim 
Taylor, which chronicles the intolera¬ 
ble strain that downsizing places 
on one fractured marriage. 

Wit and invention are in thrilling 
abundance in an assured 
opening 30 minutes, aug- i 
merited by slick digital ' 
effects that juxtapose the 
everyday and shrunken worlds. 
Unfortunately, the script’s 
volatile cocktail of genres - 
dystopian social satire, humane 
drama, doomed romance - con¬ 
geals before the conclusion of the 
film’s laboured second hour. 

Dr Jorgen Asbjornsen (Rolf Lassgard) 
and a team of Norwegian scientists daz¬ 
zle the world with the results of their down¬ 
sizing experiment. 

The irreversible procedure impresses occu¬ 
pational therapist Paul Safranek (Matt Damon). 

“Biggest thing since landing on the moon. 
Bigger!” he gushes to his sceptical mother. 

At a high school reunion, Paul and wife Audrey 


(Kristen Wiig) meet miniaturised former class¬ 
mates Dave and Carol Johnson (Jason Sudeikis, 
Maribeth Monroe), who are effusive about their 
decision to shrink. 

The Safraneks agree they need a radical 
change in circumstances to reinvigorate their 
stagnant marriage. 

During transition surgery, Audrey gets cold 
feet and Paul becomes a heartbroken, lonely 
bachelor in the tiny community of Leisureland. 

One year later, the Safraneks are divorced 
and Paul trades Leisureland luxury for a single 
bedroom apartment in the same block as brash 
playboy Dusan Mirkovic (Christoph Waltz). 

The straight-talking hedonist introduces Paul to 
pal Joris (Udo Kier) and Vietnamese cleaner 
Ngoc Lan Tran (Hong Chau), a political activist 
with an ill-fitting prosthetic leg. 

She opens Paul’s eyes to the intolerance and 

^ cruelty in his miniaturised world.

Damon delivers an - 
~ appealing performance as 

a kind-hearted everyman seduced by science, 
but he is overshadowed by scene-stealing and 
garish support performances. 

Two-time Oscar-winner Waltz furiously chews 
scenery as an ageing, foul-mouthed lothario, 
while Chau could snag her first Oscar nomination 
for her eye-catching portrayal of an outspoken 
dissident who was downsized against her will. 

The character’s broken English is a high wire 
act, strung tightly between hilarity and racial 
caricature. I was charmed as Chau walked that 
tightrope but some audiences may feel she 
wobbles alarmingly and tumbles off.

Auction House passes 3,000th lot 
milestone for 3rd year running 


Auction House - which has a branch in Essex - 
has become the only UK property auctioneer to 
sell over 3,000 lots under the hammer this year. 
It’s a milestone it has now successfully passed 
every year since 2015. 

So far this year Auction House has sold 
3,020 lots from 4,060 offered - a success 
rate of 74.38% - and raised over £372.5m

Commenting on the figures, Director, Andrew 
Stallard said: “Considering the challenging 
conditions in the UK property market, this is a 
remarkable achievement. It’s the third year in 
succession that we have sold more than 3,000 
lots - each time making the achievement earlier 
in the year than during the previous 12 months. 
“We have a busy December ahead of us, with 
26 sales scheduled nationwide and a record 
number of lots being offered over the two 
weeks from 4th December. All of which is yet 
further proof that local properties being sold in 
regional auctions is something that appeals to 
both buyers and sellers alike.” 

Andrew also says that the record number 
of catalogue entries in December reflected 
evidence of a real urgency amongst sellers. 
He explained: “The possibility of a severe 
winter has been heeded, and those with 
empty properties are hoping to sell before the 
festive break. Mortgaged landlords are acting 
to slim their portfolios and reduce gearing in 
advance of the new tax regime coming into 


effect. In fact, sale by auction suits them too 
as they continue to receive rent (which they 
need to make mortgage repayments) through 
to completion. 

“Latest evidence suggests that demand 
in some sectors has slackened since early 
autumn, although first time buyers activity 
is strengthening - something which is being 
further encouraged by the Stamp Duty 
threshold being raised to £300,000 in the 
recent Budget. 

“Overall, the property market remains 
challenging with the stock shortage and more 
recently buyer sentiment slowing activity 
in many parts of the country. Nevertheless, 
auctions remain its brightest star, with volumes 
maintained and Auction House continuing to 
lead with strong regional performances.”

CHICHARITO TO 
THE RESCUE 

Hammers continue to make progress under Moyes 



Football 


West Ham United 1 
AFC Bournemouth 1 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from the London Stadium 

A POACHER’S goal from Javier 
Hernandez extended West Ham’s 
unbeaten Premier League sequence 
to five games after Ryan Fraser’s 
strike had threatened to hand AFC 
Bournemouth all three points. 

This was an eagerly anticipated 
contest, with no less than 23 goals 
coming in the previous five Premier 
League meetings between the sides 
and no shortage of talking points. 

The Hammers were boosted by last 
weekend’s emphatic 4-1 success at 
Huddersfield Town, followed by 
Emirates FA Cup progress, albeit at a 
struggle, against Shrewsbury Town. 

Manager David Moyes once again 
shuffled the pack following the cup 
adventure reverting to the side 
which had triumphed at the John 
Smith’s Stadium. Nevertheless, the 
Scotsman was quick to point out the 
secret of his side’s recent success. 

“I think what we’ve got at the 
moment is momentum,” the former 
Everton chief remarked. 

“The game against Huddersfield 
shows we’ve improved. 

“Eve set no targets for the players 
but 40 points was always the magic 
figure and the sooner you get to it, 
the better.” 

Bournemouth’s midweek FA Cup 
exploits were less successful. 

Despite arriving in east London 
off the back of a four-match unbeat¬ 
en league sequence, the Cherries’ 
missed out on a home fourth round 
tie with the Hammers after slipping 
to a 3-0 replay defeat at the hands of 
League One side Wigan Athletic. 

West Ham, still feeling aggrieved 
by Callum Wilson’s controversial 
late equaliser when the sides met at 
the Vitality Stadium on Boxing 
Day, were a whisker away from a 
perfect start as Aaron Cresswell’s 
low drive whistled the wrong side 
of an upright. 

Soon after Cherries goalkeeper 
Asmir Begovic produced a stun¬ 
ning reaction save to deny Marko 
Arnautovic from close range, then 
thwarted the Austrian frontman 
with his feet as the home side con¬ 
tinually made their attacking inten¬ 


tions clear to the south coast club. 

Arnautovic scuffed wide as the 
Hammers continued to press men¬ 
acingly. Meanwhile, Lewis Cook 
wasn’t far away with a crisp curling 
effort as Bournemouth finally 
offered a viable threat. 

The game continued in a similar 
pattern after the break with West 
Ham, largely through Arnautovic 
and Manuel Lanzini, probing for 
an opening, while Bournemouth 
remained content to play on the 
counterattack. 

Begovic clawed away Pablo 
Zabaleta’s troublesome centre as 
Lanzini looked to profit, then the 
former Manchester City man 
fluffed his lines, finding Begovic’s 
midriff with a tame attempt after 
finding himself in an unfamiliar 
advanced position. 

Cherries defender Steve Cook 
denied Arnautovic an opening as the 
in-form Hammers man displayed a 
reluctance to pull the trigger. And 
the home side’s wastefulness contin¬ 
ued as both Lanzini and Pedro 
Obiang were wayward as West 


Ham’s frustrations in front of goal 
showed little sign of subsiding. 

With little under 20 minutes 
remaining the home side’s troubles 
deepened. Adrian was hesitant 
after Junior Stanislas was played 
through, and Ryan Fraser thrashed 
the loose ball beyond the keeper. 

But within a minute West Ham 
were level. Arnautovic’s initial 
effort was blocked, but substitute 
Hernandez was on hand to prod 
past Begovic. 

Bournemouth looked the more 
likely in the final minutes, but a 
draw was a fair outcome, keeping 
the sides a point apart in the Premier 
League table in 11th and 12th places 
respectively. 

“I thought we probably played 
our best football here since I’ve 
taken over,” Moyes enthused after 
the game. 

“For me, it’s progress. I do think 
probably the 120 minutes against 
Shrewsbury for some just started to 
take its toll.” 

Recent speculation has linked 
goalscorer Hernandez with a move 


away from the London Stadium. 

However, Moyes was swift to point 
out that he needed to bolster his 
squad as opposed to losing players. 

“There’s probably speculation 
with Chicharito, but there’s specu¬ 
lation about Andy Carroll, there’s 
been speculation about Diafra 
Sakho, there’s been speculation 
about every man and his dog here 
at the moment. 

“As far as I’m concerned, you can 
look at my bench today and if 
there’s one club at this present time 
that doesn’t need to lose any play¬ 
ers then it’s West Ham. 

“We needed Chicharito. I think 
the sort of goal he got today might 
be typical, so we need to try and 
get a lot more balls in the box and 
hopefully, he’s going to score a lot 
more goals for us in the coming 
weeks and months.” 

Bournemouth boss Eddie Howe 
was frustrated that his side was 
unable to capitalise after snatching 
the advantage. 

He said: “I thought we were pret¬ 
ty slow out of the traps today. We 
did well not to concede under some 
early pressure. But we grew into 
the game and got better as it went 
on. It was a similar start to the sec¬ 
ond half, but then we scored a great 
goal, and you hope with the way that 
we defended for the majority of the 
game, that it was going to be enough 
to win it. 

“But of course we conceded 
straight after. That’s the big disap¬ 
pointment today.” 

West Ham now turn their attention 
to the Emirates FA Cup, travelling to 
the DW Stadium on Saturday, 
January 27 for a fourth round tie 
with Wigan Athletic (3pm).

THE wet weather proved costly for several of the 
region’s non-league clubs, with a series of fixtures 
called off leaving players and supporters frustrat¬ 
ed as their sides faced a blank Saturday. 

In the Essex Senior League, only two of the nine 
matches survived. Jack Adlington and Marcus 
Bowers both bagged a brace as Basildon United 
kept their title aspirations alive with a convincing 
4-1 win over struggling Enfield 1893 at Barrow 
Farm Stadium. 

In the National League, Leyton Orient’s clash 
with FC Halifax Town was hit by a frozen pitch. 

But Dagenham & Redbridge’s game on the all- 
weather surface at Sutton United’s Gander Green 
Lane went ahead. 

Goals from Tommy Wright and Tom Bolarinwa 
handed the hosts an unassailable two-goal advan¬ 
tage before Fejiri Okenabirhie grabbed a consola¬ 
tion for the Daggers who slip to 10th in the table 
as a result of their 2-1 defeat. 

No problems with the weather, or finding the 
net for East Thurrock United. The Rocks ham¬ 
mered Oxford City 4-1 at Rookery Hill, with 
Calvin Epiteta scoring twice, while Sam Higgins 
and Montel Agyemang completed the rout. 

Former Southend United frontman, Mat 
Paterson, hit City’s solitary strike, but it was the 
home supporters among the 218 crowd who went 
home the happier. 

Phil Roberts gave Braintree Town an early lead 
against Hemel Hempstead Town at Cressing 
Road. Spencer McCall levelled before the break 
and Ebby Nelson-Abby won it for the visitors in 
the final minute. 

It also proved to be a frustrating afternoon for 
Concord Rangers. The Beach Boys’ unbeaten 
sequence was brought to an end thanks to goals 
from Jack Batten and Jack Compton as hosts Bath 
City picked up their first victory at Twerton Park 
since mid-November. 

Elsewhere, Chelmsford City’s match with 
Weston-Super-Mare at the Woodspring Stadium 
was postponed. 

Remi Sutton and Michael Pindy found the net 
shortly before the break to earn Thurrock a 
notable 2-0 Bostik League Premier Division vic¬ 
tory over Leatherhead at Ship Lane. Robert 
Harvey’s early strike was enough for 
Brightlingsea Regent to pick up the points at 
Kingstonian. 

Bostik North fixtures were hit by the weather, 
but there were no problems for Aveley and then- 
artificial surface at Parkside. Ryan Cosson scored 
early on at the Millers saw off Bury Town by a 
goal to nil in front of a shivering crowd. 

Derek Asamoah gave Haringey Borough the 
lead just before half-time against Grays Athletic at 
Coles Park. But Grays earned a point thanks to 
Adeyinka Cole’s goal 15 minutes from time. 

Tom Anderson, Charlie Little and Jack Carlile 
(pen) helped Tilbury to an entertaining 3-3 draw 
at Norwich United, while league leaders AFC 
Hornchurch remain seven points clear following a 
goalless draw at Dereham Town. 

Canvey Island slipped to a damaging 3-0 defeat 
at the hands of Soham Town Rangers at Park 
Lane. Callum Russell, Jon Kaye and Callum
